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LARGE EXPANSION PLANNED
IN POLiZH CHEMICAL INDUSTRY

G1X-YBAR PLAN GOALS STATED -- Kzeczpospoli“a, No 226, 18 Aug 49

In the Six-Year Plan, the over-all index of chemical production 1g
to reach 230-300 percent of 1949. With this increase, not only will
domestic marxet demande be satisfied, but exports will increase markedly.

In the inorganic chemicels industry, il production will be increased.
Hovever, particular emphasis will be placed on the sxpansion of production
of two basic camodities, sods and sulfuric acid. Soda production. which
has doubled since 1937, will he doubled again in the Six-Year Plan. Soda
products will become sn fmportant export item after domestic requirsments
are met, particulerly in ths glama ani reyon industries.

Fertilizer production will alao increase greatly under the Six-Year
Plan. Yroduction of mitrogenecus compounds will increase at least 230 per -
cent and production of phosphate, 245 percent. During the last year of
the Six-Yeer Plan {1955), 1t is planned that 12 kilograms of nitrogeneous
fertilizer and 15 kilograms of phosphoric fertilizer per hectare will be
used by agriculture. During 1937-1938 only !.8 Xilograms of fertilizer
were used per hectare. Particular emphasie wiil be made on production of
nitrogen fertiliger, saltpeter, and super Thomas meal.

With a 170-percent incresse in the production of technical gages,
especially oxygen and acetylens, production of rare gases ) not manufactired
in Polacd up tc now, will bs astaried.

Menufecture of coke and coal-tar derivatives will be greatly expanded.
Planned crude tar production for 1955 ia 400,000 tone.

The total value of the organic chemicals jndustry's production during
the Six-Year Plau will increase neerly sixfold. The synthetics division,
6 new brench of the chemical induetry, will be highly developed.
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Production of phaymaceuticais wili 7.ereage fivelnld over 1940,
It is plenned that che domestic demsnd [uw medisines, Including
\ penicillin, will be entirely eetlo”ied.

The rubber industiy will be expended to eep pece with the auto-
notive progress made by ths country.

For the chemical industry 2o a whole, 18 new plents will Ly opened,
glx of which will be very largé. OUne lerge plant will produce gulfuric
acid, another sods, and two combines will produce synthetic producte. The
plents now in exlsgtence will be expsnded snd modernized on a huge scale.
Ressarch work will almo. be expanded and ihtenu!Tisd. Iabar efficlency

The largest Polish 'soda plant, fa Mitwy, Bydgoszcz Wojewodztun, 1s
warking ‘on a 24-hour bestd. Prodacticn includes wirefined .(heavy) sodz,
crystalline sode, caustic goda, sodium bicarbonste, bleaching gode, and
calcium chloride. Chalk of superior quelity ie produced in separate build-
ings.

Produccion 1g revidly nrogressing, and investments have reached
geveral hundred million zlotys. Swamps which surrounded the buildings
have been drained and the terrain used for a reilroad track. A bridge
over the Poznan highway supports & large steam pipe line as well as the
electric cadble eystem.

Before the war 180 tone were produced here daily. A t present the
output is ebout 360 tons daily, despite ser?oue damege euffered by the
plant during the wer. The output is expected to reach 400 tons a day
before the end of the year.
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
